SIR, Newcastle, 22d March 1834. 

H AVING solicited Government, so far back as August' and September 1832, for 
aid in the collection of my tithes, and the authorities having accordingly been 
directed to afford every assistance, I thereupon applied to the magistrates resident 
in the neighbourhood, every one of whom successively declined to attend, although 
this town is a military and police station, and the nearest part of the parish not one 
mile distant from the town. Notwithstanding offers of large abatement, and my 
patience and forbearance ever since the above-mentioned period, the parishioners 
still obstinately refuse to pay, and I cannot procure persons to endanger their lives 
in serving legal orders and distraining the lands, without the protection of the civil 
and military powers. 

I humbly pray that effective aid may be granted to me in this emergency, to 
enable me to collect my tithes, the greater part of which is due under notes and 
decrees. 

Some untoward circumstances rendered my application too late under the Relief 
Bill, which I should be thankful to accept.

Mr. Littleton has forwarded to me your letter of the 22d instant, which I lost 
no time in laying before the Lord Lieutenant. His Excellency, I am to observe, 
is quite ready to grant a sufficient force for vindicating the law, in the case of pro- 
tecting your process servers ; but his Excellency cannot order magistrates to attend. 
He, however, recommends you to apply by letter to each magistrate of your district, 
and if they decline performing that duty, you are requested to send me, for his 
Excellency’s consideration, a copy of your applications, and of the replies you may 
have received.

In obedience to his Excellency’s command, conveyed to me by your letter of 
the 29th ultimo, 1 went yesterday, pursuant to an arrangement I had made with 
the Rev. Mr. Locke, to Newcastle, for the pupose of preserving the peace and 
protecting his bailiffs whilst they would be distraining for his tithes in that neigh- 
bourhood. 

When I left Limerick, I supposed that there were 60 or 70 soldiers there ; but 
on my arrival, I found that 30 men of the party had been withdrawn on that mora- 
ine*, and that all I could get would be a party of 20, which I do not consider suffi- 
cient for that duty, as it would be very injurious to go into that wild and very 
populous district without a force sufficient to overawe any reasonable chance of 
opposition, and sufficient, if opposed, to enable us to prevent the people gaining 
a victory by rescuing the cattle ; therefore I have postponed that business until 
next week, when I hope you will be good enough to have at least 70 men posted 
at Newcastle for a few weeks. 

This parish of Mahoonagh contains about 30 square miles, and the people have 
evinced a very strong disposition not to pay unless compelled by the extreme rigour 
of the laws, although Mr. Locke has ever been very kind and lenient to them. He 
regrets now that he did not take advantage of the Million Act ; and you see, from 
the extent of the parish, it will take a long time to enforce the payment. 

If you have no objection, I mean to call on Mr. Smith, the sub-inspector, (who 
has been lately made a magistrate, and who lives near it,) to assist in this business; 
for without a second magistrate, we cannot divide our party of soldiers ; and by 
dividing them, although not half a mile asunder, we can do twice as much, and be 
equally safe, as we could join at once if we saw any necessity. 

, The least weakness at this time might encourage them hereafter to oppose the land- 
tax, when that Bill passes. As Mr. Locke would now gladly avail himself of the late 
Act, permit me to suggest, if the million is not all applied, perhaps a clause might 
be introduced into the Bill now coming in, giving power to extend the period for 
applications; if this could be done, it might prevent an immensity of irritation and 
cross work. Mr. Locke told me, in Newcastle, yesterday, that he intended to 
write to you by this night’s post on the subject.

Sir, Newcastle, 16th April 1 834- _ 

Mr. Voices has been here, but would not venture to accompany my bailiffs until 
further arrangements had taken place, considering the disposable force in the neigh- 
bourhood insufficient for the proposed purposes. 

The number of tithe-payers in the parish exceeds 4.50, and I am confidently 
assured that every individual of that number, including several tenants of my own, 
is entirely resolved not to pay until compulsion comes to his own door. They have 
been noticed in every possible mode ; by advertisements in the public prints, with 
offers of large abatements ; by printed and written letters, renewed almost every 
month. Furthermore, the tithes of that parish, embracing two Roman-catholic 
parishes, have been published from their altars by the priests every year, even at 
the very period of the anti-tithe meetings ; and the priests have urged the people, 
by every argument of prudence and principle and gratitude, to pay. To this I way 
iruly add, that no severity has been practised, the poorer tithe-payers not having 
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been applied to at all. Discovering all these efforts to be vain, I instituted pro- 
ceedings in the Court of Exchequer, in the Sessional Court of the district, in the 
Ecclesiastical Court, all to no purpose. In December last, I had two executions 
for small sums, which executions were levied by the sheriffs, under the protection 
of a large party of soldiers; and, expensive and severe as this measure was, it did 
not induce one individual in the parish to pay, although all had been formally made 
aware that similar proceedings would be instituted in every case. It was even 
loudly rumoured, that had there not been a fair in a neighbouring town, which 
drew away a considerable portion of the population of the district, and had not the 
executions been unexpected, the sheriff* would hot have been permitted to remove 
the cattle, even if he had a regiment at his back. 

Several untoward circumstances delayed my application under the Relief Act, 
but I applied immediately after the expiration of the prescribed limit. I under- 
stand that a large portion of the million remains unappropriated ; and if now relief 
could be extended to me by the insertion of a clause in the forthcoming Bill, or by 
any other means which Government in their wisdom might ordain, I would thank- 
fully accept of it, although I should by so doing suffer considerable loss, by foregoing 
law costs in addition to the deducted per-centage. I have' no doubt of being able 
to recover the full amount due to me, but not without bloodshed, and I know not 
what consequent public disturbances. 

I am induced to make this explicit statement, from the persuasion that the Lord 
Lieutenant, with his usual kindness and affability to the established clergy, will 
credit the disinterestedness of my motives, and take the case into his gracious 

consideration.

the peace and overawe any reasonable chance of opposition, I am in consequence 
directed by the Lord Lieutenant to request you will be pleased to give the neces- 
sary orders to the general officer of the district for increasing the detachment at 
Newcastle to 70 rank and file, which force Mr. Vokes is of opinion will be requisite 
upon the occasion. ■

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 1 6th instant, 
stating with reference to mine of the 29th ultimo, that you have postponed the 
adoption of any protective measures with respect to the collection of the tithes due 
to the Rev. Mr. Locke, in the vicinity of Newcastle, in consequence of the military 
force at that quarter having been lately reduced, and requesting that an augmen- 
tation of at least 70 men may be ordered to proceed thither. 

I beg in reply to acquaint you that the troops at Newcastle will be increased to 
a number sufficient for enforcing an obedience to the law, and Sub-inspector Smith 
will give his aid, as you suggest, in carrying into effect the service in question. 

Mr. Locke has himself lamented to the Government his not having applied for 
these tithes under the Relief Act, but it is now too late, and his request to receive 
aid under that statute is of course inadmissible.

Sir, Newcastle, 29th April 1834. 

In pursuance to his Excellency’s command of the 29th ultimo, directing me to 
afford protection to the collectors of the Rev. Mr. Locke’s tithes, I proceeded .yes- 
terday from this town, accompanied by Mr. Smith, the magistrate, together with 
about 60 rank and file of the 85th regiment, and a few policemen, to the parish of 
Mahoonagh; we were accompanied by the Rev. John Locke, son to the incumbent, 
and about 30 bailiffs. When we arrived at a village about six miles off, called Feho- 
nagh, where there is a road leading to the right, Mr. Smith went on the direct 
road with half our force, and I went to the right with the other half, having 
arranged not to go beyond two places which we pointed out, so that we could not 
be out of view or hearing of each other ; and if either saw any danger approaching 
he was to fire, two shots at short intervals, and we agreed to unite again on our 
return at the same village. 

When I proceeded to the right about half a mile, the bailiff made a seizure of 
two cows, which were immediately rescued by about a dozen men armed with stones. 
I then took my party into the field, and made prisoners of six men, who were iden- 
tified as being concerned in the rescue, and I enabled the bailiffs to carry away the 
cattle. We then went to another place, near where they seized 10 pigs, and to 
another place close by, where the bailiff" brought away two carts ; for all over the 
parish, except in two or three cases, the cattle were driven in and shut up in the 
houses on our approach. We then commenced our return home ; and as we 
approached the village where we should pass, we saw great numbers of persons 
coming from all points, and concentrating there ; and we were told that we were to 
be attacked at this place. All this time my party did not load ; and having seen 
Mr. Smith and his party standing on the road, about 200 yards south of the village, 
I approached to about the same distance, and halted the men and the distress. To 
pass that point, and to carry the' distress was imperative on me ; and for the pur- 
pose of doing so without injury to the people, I, who had not any arms whatever, 
accompanied by one policeman, rode up to them, to the very turn of the road, and 
begged of them not to attempt a rescue ; that I could not permit it ; and that they 
might be injured. At this moment they threw showers of stones at me, from the 
road and houses, and over the houses, some of which struck me. I then went back 
to my party and directed them to prime and load. At this instant I heard shots in 
my rear ; and then I desired my party to move on, and to take great care of all 
the distress. The stones still continued to fly in all directions, as the police and 
military fired several shots at the assailants, who were principally at this instant 
throwing over the houses and from behind the walls. I saw one man come to the 
north end of the range of houses which stand on the east of the road, and fire a shot 
towards us on the road. I believe he was shot by a sergeant nf the 85th regiment, 
who says he shot him ; and as I passed I saw a man lying apparently dead near 
the spot. We brought the prisoners, cows, pigs, carts and men all safe, receiving 
only some pelts of stones, which are not dangerous. 

The officers and soldiers defended us and themselves well, and as soon as we 
passed the point I desired them to cease firing, which was instantly attended to ; 
every thing they did that came under my observation met with my full approbation. 

I sent over to Rathkeale last night for the party quartered there, and 22 rank 
and file have now arrived from it. We go out this day with about 90 of the 85th, 
and 1 2 policemen ; and to-morrow I mean to go again, pursuant to my original 
arrangement with Mr. Locke. On Thursday, being the first of a month, I mean 
to be in Limerick, as I must be at my office on that day. I wrote last evening to 
Colonel Mansel, the major of brigade, at Limerick, to inform the Major-general, 
and to give him an opportunity to send over dragoons, or any other force he might 
think necessary. I understood that a strong company was sent here on Saturday 
last, but I find there was only about 40 there. For my opinion of the opposition 
I expected in that parish, permit me to refer to my letter of the 16th instant, as 
well as to one written on the same day by the Rev. Mr. Locke.

There was a foolish notice found in the streets here this day, promising to kill 
the Rev. Mr. Locke and myself. I think several must have been killed or

I beg leave to inform you, that on yesterday at noon, Mr. Vokes and I, with two 
officers, ■ four Serjeants, and 60 rank and file of the 85th regiment and six 
policemen, proceeded from this post to the parish of Mahoonagh, to protect the 
bailiffs of the Rev. Mr. Locke when distraining for tithes. On our arrival at the 
village of Feohanagh,. we divided our force, one party inclining to the right, and 
the other in a direct line. Upon my coming to the point agreed upon, the bailiffs 
made some seizures of cattle, when they were immediately attacked with a shower 
of stones by a mob which had collected, upon which I ordered the party into the 
fields to protect them ; the officer then ordered his men to prime and load, which 
had the effect of intimidating them, and we eventually brought away the distress 
without any further disturbance. Previous to the separation of the party, we agreed 
to unite on our return at Feohanagh : accordingly, when I came within about 300 
yards of it, I halted my party, finding that Mr. Vokes had not arrived, and that a 
large mob had assembled there to oppose our progress. I remained at this spot for 
about three quarters of an hour, and during the time, the country people rushed at 
us several times to rescue the cattle that stood in front of us on the road. The 
officer then ordered his party into two divisions, and we placed the cattle in the 
centre, -binding they were determined on mischief, I requested Chief Constable 
Grant to accompany me, and we rode up to within speaking distance, and I read 
the Riot Act, and explained to them the consequence if they attacked us ; some of 
them told me that they did not care for the Riot Act, or for me or my force, and let 
^sequence be as it might, they would not allow the cattle to be taken. When 
Mr. Vokes and his party came up he rode up to them with a single policeman, to 
remonstrate with them, and he was instantly assaulted with a shower of stones. 

. then ordered the policemen from my party to advance to his support, and they were 
m like manner attacked, upon which they discharged their pistols at the assailants, 
m defence of their lives : the moment the military came up to the spot they were 
m like manner attacked, and they commenced firing also. Mr. Vokes then ordered 
some of them in the rear of the houses to dislodge the persons that were peltino- us 
from behind j and m , a few minutes the passage was cleared, and the firing ceased 
by Mr. Voltes s order. I think that some of them must have been killed. As far 
as 1 could see, nothing could be better than the conduct of the 85th, and the men 
or the police, and I do not think they exceeded what was necessary to preserve 
their lives and the distress that they had in charge.

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Three men, named Brown, Sullivan, and Griffin, were shot dead yesterday, and 
another wounded in the cheek, and a woman received a ball m the hand ; when we 
ascertained it this day, we sent to inform a coroner. Brown was the most pro- 
minent leader of the assailants, and was with stones in ms hands daring the autho- 
rities the entire morning. The other two, I am informed, were shot when in the 
act of throwing stonesjfrom behind the houses. It is singular that the woman who 
was hit is Brown’s wife, and she was most furious during the morning, ihe shops 
in this town had their windows closed all this day, in compliment to tlie departed 
heroes,

Mr. Locke has written to me to say, that he thinks we had better not go out 
this day, nor until the disposition to pay, which now exists, ceases; some people 
ran in with their money yesterday, and many are expected this day. .

I beg "to solicit your attention to the state of things here, as concerns the col- 
lection of the tithe arrear due to me. Mr. Voltes pleads a press of business else- 
where, and Mr. Smith is manifestly disinclined to act. 

In the mean time organization is busy, and arms are being collected for the next 
occasion : this is a matter of popular boast, and I state it assuredly. 

There has been a warrant out for many days against persons who assaulted my 
bailiffs in the most murderous manner openly in the street; several of those have 
not been arrested as yet, although two of them reside m the town and at a short 
distance from the police barrack; in my humble opinion such tardiness will be 
construed by the disaffected into fear ; but such is the state of the popular mind, that 

the magistrates consider delay prudent. „ , , , ., 

Seven distraints have been effected with the loss of several lives and at consider- 
able expense to the Government, yet the example has served no practical purpose. 

The union of Newcastle and Monigen, of which I am rector, and which borders 
on Mahoonagh, is now following the example of that parish and these parishes 
comprehend such a vast extent of ground, about 13 Irish miles by 11, one-third 
being mountain, containing over 600 solvent landholders, still unpaid ; ana tidings 
are communicated so rapidly, to facilitate the gathering of people and driving away 
and shutting up of cattle, that I am inclined to think the mode most practicable, 
least perilous, and, in the end, least expensive to Government, would be the encamp- 
ment of a considerable force sufficient to overawe opposition, which might be 
occasionally changed to central and commanding stations, until the tithe availably 
due is collected,— I say availably due, inasmuch as the greater part of the tithe is due 
by notes and agreement, not processed decrees requiring renewal and by valuation . 
tlie tithe due by valuation must become the subject of a suit in Lxchequei, y 
filing a bill, as the most comprehensive and speediest means of recovering same. 

Allow me to suggest that Newcastle should not be left, even for one day, without 
a company as- barrack guard. I deeply regret that the circumstance of .my having 
been a few days late in application under the Relief Act, has compelled me to re- 
cover my property by means which may cause insurrection in this neighbourhood, 
and the loss of many lives. I have no alternative but a gaol. , , 

The Solicitor-general, pending his investigation of the affray at r eohanag » a 
an opportunity of witnessing a daring attack of the country people in t le veiy 
centre of Newcastle, on two companies of the 85th foot and a strong paity 0 
7th dragoons and of the constabulary, under direction of five magistrates, two 0 
whom narrowly escaped severe injuries, as well as also the officer of dragoons an 
chief of police, and many of the soldiers and police. Major Jackson, the held-otticei 
in command, received a severe blow from a large stone. 

The statements made in this letter are not exaggerated, and I humbly pray tnai 
my case may be taken into consideration immediately and effectively.

Sir, Newcastle, 15th May 1834. 

Having arrived here yesterday, in pursuance of his Excellency’s orders received 
on the 1 2th instant, I made arrangements for going out with the disposable, police 
and military forces of this town, for the protection of the collectors of the Rev. 
Thomas Locke, on this morning. 

We were accordingly engaged for between five and six hours, as we had a con- 
siderable distance to march before reaching the parish of Castle Mahon ; we ex- 
perienced no sort of opposition. The stock was housed in only one instance, and 
various persons paid their dues without being distrained : where distress was made, 
the farmers at once settled. 

I had received such information of intended resistance as led me to forward a 
requisition for some reinforcements, which I expect to arrive here in the course of 
this day, and which will carry the effective strength of the military detachment 
here, to a subaltern party of 25 dragoons, a company of the 85th, and a company 
of rifles. 

The people manifested no sulkiness or ill humour to-day. I am told that we shall 
find a very different spirit displayed among the mountaineers, among whom I pur- 
pose going on the day after to-morrow ; as the rifles, who are to march in to-day, 
will require a day’s rest, we shall be at work to-morrow nearer home. 

The force out to-day consisted of seven policemen, about 60 infantry, and 14 
dragoons. 

From the letter which I herewith enclose, and which reached me last night, it 
will be seen that alarming stories of the state of this neighbourhood are afloat ; it 
certainly would be premature to pronounce them totally groundless, more especially 
as the most lawless part of the district has not yet been visited ; but, as far as 
I could judge from the day’s proceedings, I am inclined to think that there has 
been considerable exaggeration in the rumours which have been circulated.

I beg to state for his Excellency’s information, that since my preceding Report 
of the 15th instant, I have been twice out with the collectors of the Rev. T homas 
Locke. We were engaged for upwards of nine hours yesterday, and for almost as 
long a period on the preceding day ; there was no attempt at resistance. In several 
instances the houses were locked up, but the owners, in such cases, were in a-ttend- 
1 19. * a 4 ance 
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ance outside, and professed their readiness to pay the tithes when in possession of 
the necessary means. 

The country seems in this neighbourhood to be perfectly quiet.

Sir, Newcastle, 20th May 1834. 

In continuation of previous Reports, I beg to. state for the information of the 
Lord Lieutenant, that I accompanied the drivers of the Rev. Thomas Locke, with 
detachments of troops and police, both yesterday and this day, for the purpose of 
enforcing the payment of tithes. The march yesterday occupied above nine hours, 
yet we only received an inconsiderable sum of money. The people are miserably 
poor, and at this season they are more destitute of means than at almost any other 
part of the year. We experienced no opposition whatever $ on the contrary, the 
demeanour of the peasantry was respectful in the extreme ; and I am of opinion 
that they are not acting upon any agreement to withhold tithes, or at least that 
any combination of the kind is by no means universal amongst Mr. Locke’s 
parishioners.

Permit me to ask you whether it is allowable, in pursuit of distress under 
a decree or composition, to lift a door of a dwelling-house or out-office off the 
hinges, provided no damage is done to the door. 

I 'regret to state that the spirit of opposition, though not apparent in open 
defiance, still exists, and is likely to continue, to the collection of my tithe ; there 
still remains an arrear due of solvent landholders, to an amount of over 2,600 l . ; 
and although’ the troops march about 1 5 miles each day, and are frequently out at 
night in order to be at the place of distraint at sun-rise, the average of daily value 
collected in distress or money does not exceed 8 1 . The attendance of dragoons at 
night (now ordered by authority) alarms the country by the tramp of the horses, 
and renders our night campaigns comparatively useless. In short, except the 
system of encampment, and watching the houses for the purpose of starving out the 
cattle, or of billeting the troops on the farmers, or such other system as govern- 
ment authorities, in their wisdom, may consider advisable, should be adopted, much 
valuable time will be. lost, troops vexatiously harassed, and considerable expense 
incurred. 

Matters continuing as they are, and where is the likelihood of change for the 
better ? 

Government never can collect their own tithe under the proposed system, 
without immense expense and protracted excitement. Quere, Whether it would 
not be advisable to select this case as a pioneer of a new system, which from its 
sworn decision might show the hopelessness of opposition in future.

With respect to the arrear of tithe due to you, it would appear that the mode 
you propose to secure its collection amounts to taking military possession of the 
country, an expedient which his Excellency is not disposed to adopt ; and much 
as he regrets the harassing duty imposed upon the troops and the police, it is the 
only aid he can afford towards effecting the object you have in view.

Permit me to make a few remarks for his Excellency’s gracious consideration 
relative to the collection of my tithe, for which a protecting force is in attendance’ 
and which force, I trust may be ordered to attend until a number of subpoenas are 
served. We have not in any one instance been unsuccessful in securing some dis- 
traints, although few sometimes ; however, a prosperous result is rather to be 
expected from the untiring and co-operative effort of all parties on our side, than 
from the incidental circumstance of driving in a certain number of distraints on so 
many consecutive days. This is a grazing country, and farmers at this time are in 
possession of means of turning their grazing capital to account : besides, their cattle 
are so harassed, from continual housing and driving across the country, that the 
organization must soon be broken. We are now only looking to solvent marks for 
large sums (decrees), to poorer marks for small sums (one gale composition), and 
leaving quite enough behind for six weeks employment in harvest. A Bill in 
Exchequer is now in course of being filed ; and after serving of the subpcanas, 
which I have found to be most successful, I would suggest the prudence of making 
an occasional sally, say three days, consecutive or apart, in so many weeks, in order 
to puzzle the defaulters and defeat the injurious effects of false rumours. The past 
month’s campaign has brought me in upwards of 400 1 . ; and I feel assured that 
the subpoenas, and an occasional sally in summer, will have the effect of bringing 
in much more. At this month’s quarter sessions, I shall be compelled to take out 
or renew decrees to the amount of over 200, and these, with scarce an exception, 
against solvent marks : there may not be five exceptions, and I must resort, I sup- 
pose, to the assistance of the sheriff, should it be deemed advisable to withdraw the 
protecting force, which has been intimated to me as an event not unlikely to occur. 
My parishes, containing an immense population, and covering a vast extent of 
country, champaign and mountainous, in former times were the theatre on which 
the spirit of rebellious discontent first manifested itself. These times are not for- 
gotten ; that spirit is but slumbering ; and should false rumours go abroad amono- 
the people, of fear or undue conciliation ou the part of Government, occasioned by 
sudden withdrawal of the protecting force, the consequences may be attended with 
imminent risk to other species of property. 

Mr. Wilcocks, the attending magistrate, is indeed most experienced and in- 
telligent, and I am much indebted to his kindness and exertion ; but many most 
important places remain un visited, and business cannot be effectively done, as that 
gentleman, since his arrival, has been labouring under an attack of gout in both 
feet, and cannot now leave his gig. 

I am greatly distressed indeed, in consequence of non-payment of my tithe ; but 
I trust his Excellency will graciously give me credit for disinterestedness in my 
statements. Sure am I that his Grace will find my word true.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of yesterday’s date,' 
inclosing one from the Rev. Thomas Locke, respecting the proceedings taken with 
regard to the collection of his tithes, and desiring my opinion thereon. In 
obedience to which, I have the honour to acquaint you that, in my opinion, the 
combination against the payment has, to a certain extent, been broken down, many 
of the farmers having come in within the last six days and settled their tithes. I am 
also of opinion that the rigorous distraining and driving should for the present be 
suspended. At this season of the year money is very scarce with the farmers, and 
the county rates, which must be paid in previous to the approaching assizes, are 
about being collected, whioh : averages, I have been informed, from 1 s. yd. to 2 s. 
an acre. The tithe composition for which Mr. Locke is driving (independent of the 
decrees, which are for large amounts, some of them being lor arrears of five years 
accruing) amounts to 1 s. 5 d. per acre, one gale, or one-half of which he is only 
now seeking for ; however, both charges being levied at this particular season, press 
heavy upon the farmer, and therefore I recommend the suspension, to which 
Mr. Locke is willing to agree. 

Mr. Locke has filed a Bill in the Exchequer against 80 of the most opulent 
farmers in the parish, 25 of whom have settled since they have been aware of the 
proceedings he has taken, and he expects the most beneficial results from the service 
of the subpoenas upon the remainder, for which purpose he is anxious the military 
may be allowed to remain ; the duty will not occupy more than three days after the 
receipt of. the subpoenas from Dublin. 

I think it would be advisable to acquiesce in Mr. Locke’s suggestion of granting 
an occasional protection of the military to his bailiffs during the summer, lest an 
idea might spread and gain credit amongst the peasantry, that the Government had 
withdrawn its aid and countenance from his proceedings, which arrangement can 
be carried into effect without any inconvenience, as I understand a company of 
infantry are' permanently stationed here, which I should deem quite sufficient for 
the service, as I have not observed the slightest disposition evinced by the people 
to oppose the bailiffs by force.

I n pursuance to your desire, I send an extract from the opinion of Mr. Deane 
Freeman, barrister That you being authorized by a legal process, such as a 
decree, are justified in breaking open the doors of an outhouse or barn, provided 
it is not within the curtilage of the house', or connected with it ; but if you fail in 
finding the goods therein, the consequences will be at your peril.” 

Mr. Freeman did not give an affirmative opinion concerning breaking open for 
distress under composition. 

Permit me to remark, that as the combination seems now to be breaking up, and 
payment of county charges weighs heavy on the tithe payers, it would be advisable 
not to press on the people for some time, but occasionally, until harvest arrives, to 
permit the attendance of a protecting force with my bailiffs, in order to promote 
and encourage payment of arrear by instalments, for the tithe payers are not and 
will not be convinced. Compulsion alone in these cases secures payment.

I have this day written to Mr. Smith, the chief magistrate and constable resi- 
dent at Rathkeale, to request his attendance with troops on the 30th instant, for 
the purpose of affording protection to my bailiffs in the execution of civil bill de- 
crees due on account of tithe. The party of dragoons have been withdrawn from 
this station, as during the summer, when money was scarce, I did not wish to dis- 
tress the people ; and I have to state, that since compulsory measures ceased, I 
have not received one shilling tithe. However, the effect of the spring campaign 
has been, that the tithe due under the old system of valuation has been (with 
exception of a trifling default) settled by note or agreement. 

The report gone abroad that troops are not henceforth to be granted may cause 
119. b 2 much 
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much mischief, if the people be not undeceived without delay. It is difficult to 
pronounce whether the people will succumb or oppose. 

The great expense and difficulties which they experienced by their opposition in 
spring may induce them at once to strike and pay off the arrear, when a deter- 
mined spirit is manifested to collect it. _ 

In this neighbourhood the harvest is very prosperous ; and I do not intend to 
distrain the poorer holders, but to lean on those who are solvent and able to 

Pa I* should take the liberty of recommending the attendance of Major Miller in 
this business ; at least to commence proceedings. His system is mild, yet deter- 
mined; and short as w'as his residence here on tithe duty last spring, his conduct has 
certainly gained for him a degree of moral influence among the misguided people, 
which might be beneficial in doing away with difficulties and dangers, and per- 
haps by a° judicious conduct in the commencement, might have the effect of doing 
away with opposition also here and elsewhere. If opposition is crushed here, it 
certainly will have the effect of doing away with it through a great part of the 
south of Ireland.

His Excellency will probably bear in recollection the course of proceedings in 
the parishes in the neighbourhood of Newcastle, in the county of Limerick, of 
which the Rev. Mr. Locke is incumbent, consequent upon the opposition which was 
met with at Feohanagh, where compulsory measures had been taken to levy tithes 
due to the clergyman. I personally superintended the subsequent operations until 
called away by other engagements. Mr. Wilcocks succeeded me in the discharge 
of similar duties; but his presence being required in his own district, I proposed 
that Mr. Smith should be entrusted with the future conduct of any proceedings 
where the interference of the troops and police might be called for ; and you signi- 
fied to me in your letter of the 13th of June, the Lord Lieutenant’s pleasure, that 
the suggested arrangement should be carried into effect. Mr. Smith did accord- 
ingly attend repeatedly at Mr. Locke’s requisition, and the operations proceeded 
without any renewal of disturbance. The season of the year, however, was un- 
favourable for the collection of the clergyman’s dues, as the farmers are more 
destitute of funds during the summer months than at any other period. Mr. Locke, 
therefore, suspended further proceedings, with the intention of renewing them after 
the commencement of harvest. He wrote to Mr. Smith last week, announcing his 
intention of resuming the execution of civil bill decrees on the 30th August; and 
this magistrate, in accordance with his previous instruction, was disposed to attend 
to protect the ministerial officers of the law ; but as will appear by his accompany- 
ing report to me, which is herewith enclosed, on communicating with Lieut.-colonel 
Mansel, the staff-officer at Limerick, respecting the co-operation of the troops, the 
latter deemed it desirable that a reference should be previously made to Govern- 
ment, in case any circumstance should now militate against the granting of the 
service of the military upon such occasions. I cannot but feel that there is every 
probability of forcible resistance in the execution of the decrees which Mr. Locke 
intends to enforce, unless Mr. Smith be permitted to protect the bailiffs with troops 
and police.

Having addressed a letter a week hence to you, stating my intention of request- 
ing the attendance of Mr. Smith, police magistrate, with a protecting force to 
protect my bailiffs in the collection of tithe due to me ; and having accordingly 
sent my requisition, after having awaited any reply which you might be pleased^to 
make, Mr. Smith strongly advised me not to insist on the requisition, until a com- 
munication should be received from Government on the subject; and informed me 
that such, he believed, was the wish of the general in command of this district, and 
of the colonel in command of the g 1 st, a detachment of which corps is now stationed 
in this town. 

Permit me, therefore, to solicit a confirmatory order for the protection hitherto 
graciously granted and promised, and to lay before his Excellency a statement of 
the peculiar (I believe unprecedented) circumstances in which I am placed. 

During the latter part of last spring, at the suggestion of Major Miller, and 
according to the expressed approval of Government, I suspended the enforcement 
of my tithes until harvest, in consideration of that period being more plentiful, 
and therefore more convenient to the farmers ; and I accepted promissory notes 
for debt and cost from a great number of tithe-holders. Had 1 then continued, 
I should have received nearly the full amount in cash and value long before this 
date ; but during the suspension not one shilling was paid. 

I am under law costs to a ruinous amount ; and independently of arrears of compo- 
sition, and arrears under the valuation system, 1 have lying by me executions not 
levied, several subpoenas not served, 97 decrees not levied, and 213 notes, passed 
clnefjy during the campaign of last spring by solvent holders, solvent with not more 
than half a dozen exceptions ; all comprising a sum total of 2,700 1 . The notes are 
all now due, and processes are being filed for them next quarter sessions, in October. 
What a premium would it be to disaffection to concede such a claim to a great num- 
ber of prosperous farmers scattered over a vast extent of country ! In truth, I have 
no other alternative but utter ruin in pecuniary matters. 

Previously to entering on the compulsory system, I made many offers of liberal 
abatement and indulgence, all in vain. I beg to leave to suggest, that the 
enforcement of tithe arrears in this focus of tithe disaffection, and at the present 
nui'ing a prosperous season, and less likely to harass troops than winter cam- 
paigning, may anticipate many evils, and break down an accumulating opposition.

There are now stationed in this town 89 men of the 91st, under command of 
a field-officer, and nine police. The usual force on this station was augmented 
last spring to the above numbers, for the purpose of affording my bailiffs protection 
in the collection of tithe ; the cavalry force only having been withdrawn, when 
the enforcement of the tithe was suspended during the summer, at the suggestion 
of Major Miller, and with the approval of Government.

I have submitted to the Lord Lieutenant your letter of the 15th instant. 

I am directed by his Excellency to acquaint you, that he cannot consent to 
place any military or police force at your disposal, except on some distinct under- 
standing as to the period of time that it shall be employed. I am further to 
apprize you, that any military or police force to be mustered on the occasion must 
only be employed for the preservation of the peace, and in no other manner. 

During the summer the military and police were employed in the protection of 
your servants for a period of about 70 days, at the conclusion of which time you 
informed me, that unless they were encamped on the ground, you feared any further 
efforts to collect tithe would be in vain. 

His Excellency, although he feels it impossible to comply with that suggestion, 
is however desirous that your servants should have every requisite protection in 
the renewed attempt which you now propose to make ; but feels it necessary to 
prescribe a period for the attendance of the military and police. 

As soon as I shall hear from you again, the necessary orders shall be given.

In reply to your letter of the 17th instant, I beg to state that the troops, though 
stationed here for a period of 7,0 days, for the purpose of protecting my bailiffs in 
the collection of tithe, were actually occupied only 23 days ; the delay beino- occa- 
sioned by changes in civil and military arrangements. That this campaign 5 of 2 3 
days induced payment of something less than 500/. Conjecturing from this com- 
parative success hitherto, and the present more favourable season, a considerable 
part of the arrear would probably be collected in course 'of two or three months • 
but delay increases difficulties by giving occasion for false rumours, by multiplying 
the confident expectations of the defaulters, and by affording time for further com- 
bination, besides the season becoming more unfavourable ; and I beg to suggest that 
stipulating a time for the campaign would, for obvious reasons, have the effect of 
strengthening the popular obstinacy and resolve. Certainly all factitious opposition 
to the arrear would cease, if falsfe rumours did not persuade the people to doubt the 
determination of Government to continue protection to the clergy. 

His Excellency may graciously grant me protection for whatever period of time 
he may think suitable for the present. It would be impossible for me to stipulate 
a period, including an uncertain result. - 

In all my arrangements, I have had an especial regard for sparing the troops 
and contributed to their comfort as far as I could, and except on one occasion, when 
the troops were ordered to return, in consequence of heavy rain, each day of the 
campaign was productive in lessening the arrear.

your tithes. ® 

His Excellency thinks it impossible to accede to a requisition of this nature, for 
the aid of a military force for an indefinite period of time, and upon grounds not 
distinctly put forward ; you are, therefore, requested to state by affidavit the nature 
ot the legal process which«you wish to enforce, the demand upon which- it is founded, 
the grounds of your apprehension of forcible resistance, and the probable duration 
or the required service. 

Upon an affidavit specifying these particulars, and detailing such resistance as may 
have been offered, being produced to the magistrates at petty sessions, they will be 
authorized to make an order directing the police to attend, and upon that order 
being communicated to the Government, a sufficient military force will be instructed 
to be present to preserve the peace. 

I am to add that, in all cases of this nature, the presence of a magistrate must 
be procured.

The Rev. Thomas Locke being duly sworn on the Holy Evangelists, deposes — 

That he is possessed of the tithes of the union of Newcastle and Monagea, also 
of the tithes of the parish of Mahoonagh, adjoining said union ; 

That a considerable arrear of those tithes, chiefly in the parish of Mahoonagh, 
is due, by promissory notes, by decrees issued at quarter sessions, by one execution, 
by composition tithe ; also by tithe due under valuation, for a considerable portion 
of which tithe due under last-mentioned denomination, a suit has been instituted 
in the Court of Exchequer, and subpoenas accordingly issued and served ; 

That he believes that his bailiffs, who from fear of assassination refuse, to act 
without protection, would be murdered by the peasantry in course of administering 
the several duties required in the collection of the tithe arrear due in modes as 
above stated ; 

That he is confirmed in that belief by the combined resistance to the collection 
of tithe due to deponent, especially in the parish of Mahoonagh, where the military 
and police, in protection of his bailiffs, were attacked last spring, and one of 
deponent’s bailiffs dangerously wounded, also three of the assaulting peasantry 
killed ; 

That the probable time to be occupied in collection of the tithe arrear due to 
deponent may be 40 days of actual employment ; 

That he thinks the period of collection would not prove so protracted, if popular 
obstinacy and confident expectation had not been increased by delay in granting 
the protection solicited, which protection deponent considered to be guaranteed last 
summer, when, at the suggestion of Major Miller, and with the expressed approval 
of the Government, operations were suspended until the more convenient season of 
harvest ; 

That he believes that further delay will only increase the difficulties of collection, 
and add to the personal peril of all concerned in it.

I bf.g leave to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 3d instant, con- 
taining the affidavit which you had made before the magistrates at the Newcastle 
petty Sessions, together with a certificate of those magistrates, expressing their 
opinion of the propriety of granting you the protection of a civil and military 

°It must be unnecessary for me to inform you that it is the anxious wish and 
determination of the Government by all proper means to vindicate the authority 
of the laws, and to prevent any obstruction by violence to the assertion of legal 
rights. With this view, every possible aid has been, on all occasions, afforded 
to°the officers of justice, where reasonable ground has been laid for supposing that 
they would be exposed to personal outrage in the execution of their duty, nor has 
it been refused even to the agents of individuals, although not clothed with any 
official character, if employed in the performance of services preliminary to the 
legal investigation of any civil right. This, however, has been done on tbe principle 
with reference to which alone such interference _ ought to take place, namely, the 
obligation incumbent on the Executive to maintain the public peace, and to frustrate 
attempts to resist, by open force, the due and regular prosecution of those remedies 
which the law has provided for the security of property. 

But fully admitting this right of interference, the Government is entitled, in 
cases of application for the police or military, to be distinctly apprized of the exact 
duty in the performance of which the persons required to be protected are to be 

employed. _ , , 

You state your demands to consist of promissory notes, executions, decrees, and 
debts due by valuation ; and you ask for the presence of a police and military force 
for 40 days, to protect your men in the collection of these demands. 

This is not satisfactory. His Excellency directs me to require that you will state 
specifically, by affidavit, what are the executions and other law processes you wish 
to have served, and the grounds of your apprehension of forcible resistance. 1 his 
statement being submitted to the magistrates at petty sessions, and being satisfac- 
tory to them, they will be bound not to furnish a certificate of their opinion (which 
the Government does not require), but to order at once a police force .to prevent 
such resistance, and the Government will cheerfully and readily, on their sugges- 
tion, lend the aid of the military for the same purpose.

In reply to your communication of the 6th, I beg to state that the magistrates 
assembled at petty sessions positively refused to give an order for the attendance of 
a police force, and on my producing the letter from Dublin Castle for their consider- 
ation, they adduced as a reason for refusal, a clause in the petty sessions Act, which 
they affirmed strictly forbade them to order the constabulary to interfere in the 
collection of tithes. May I solicit to know how I am to act in such case, the ma- 
gistrates of the district having been severally applied to last spring to attend the 
protecting force and having declined to act. The attendance of a magistrate has 
now been procured ; six weeks have elapsed since my first application, and ob- 
stacles have been continually put forward ; the result of which delay can only be to 
increase peril and trouble, and to diminish the probability of recovery of the arrear, 
protection in collecting which was distinctly guaranteed to me by Government last 
summer, when at the suggestion of their officer, Major Miller, and with their own ex- 
pressed approval, proceedings, were suspended until early harvest. Now that the 
quarter sessions have approached, I do not believe that the arrear could be collected 
in 40 days, as stated in my last ; but I am assured that it would have been col- 
lected in a more limited period, and with less risk and trouble, if Government had 
granted me assistance at the time guaranteed. _ . 

May I pray that his Excellency will graciously take my case into consideration, 
and that I may obtain a confirmatory order for protection, hitherto promised.

If the magistrates attending your petty sessions are satisfied that the public peace 
is likely to be disturbed by any legal proceedings for the recovery of tithes, it is 
their bounden duty to employ tfie police for its preservation. There is a difference 
between the employment of the police in the recovery of tithes, which is prohibited, 
and the employment of that force in the prevention of outrages, and the preserva- 
tion of the public peace ; the Government must therefore presume that, if the 
magistrates have refused the protection you seek, it is on account of a supposed 
insufficiency of your claim to protection by an extraordinary force, 'and not from 
any rftisapprehension of the state of the law, which admits of no doubt, and is inva- 
riably understood.

I think that 20 dragoons, 25 infantry, and eight police, in addition 
to this force, will be quite sufficient to effect the business without subjecting troops 
to unreasonably severe duty, and for these ample accommodation is in the town.

The Rev. Thomas Locke being duly sworn on the Holy Evangelists, deposes, 
that he is possessed of the tithes of- the union of Newcastle and Monagea, and of 
the parish of Mahoonagh adjoining ; that a considerable arrear of these tithes, 
chiefly in the parish of Mahoonagh, is due by promissory notes, by decrees issued 
at quarter sessions, by one execution, by two warrants of the Court of Exchequer, by 
composition tithe, also by tithe due under valuation, for a considerable portion of 
which tithe due under last-mentioned denomination, a suit has been instituted in 
the Court of Exchequer, and subpoenas accordingly issued and served ; 

That he believes that his bailiffs, who from fear of assassination refuse to act without 
protection, would be murdered by the peasantry in course of administering the 
several duties required in collection of the tithe arrear due in modes as specified in 
the annexed lists ; - 

That he is confirmed in that belief by the continued resistance to the collection of 
tithe due to deponent, especially in the parish of Mahoonagh, where the military 
and police, in protection of his bailiffs, were attacked last spring, and one of depo- 
nent’s bailiffs dangerously wounded, also three of the assaulting party killed ; 

That the probable time to be occupied in collection of the said tithe arrear due 
to deponent may be 40 days of actual employment, that is, that the troops shall be 
on duty each day of 40 days, alternate or otherwise ; 

That he thinks the period of collection would not prove so protracted, if popular 
obstinacy and confident expectation had not been increased by delay in granting the 
protection solicited, which protection deponent considered to be guaranteed last 
summer, when, at the suggestion of Major Miller and with the expressed approval 
of the Government, operations were suspended until the more convenient season of 
harvest ; 

That he believes that the delay above alluded to has increased the law costs of 
tithe-payers, as well as the difficulties of collection, and has added to the personal 
peril of all concerned in collection of tithe, not only in deponent’s parish, but also 
throughout the country ; 

lhat he is assured that further delay will only increase difficulties.

Newcastle Petty Sessions, 10th October 1834. 
With reference to Mr. Littleton’s letter to the Rev. Thomas Locke, dated 6th 
October instant, and Mr. Locke’s affidavit of the 10th instant, we beg to suggest to 
His Majesty’s Government the absolute necessity that a military force shall accom- 
pany the civil power employed in the protection of Mr. Locke’s bailiffs.

I have it in command from the Lord Lieutenant to transmit herewith a requi- 
sition which has been received from the magistrates of the petty sessions at New- 
castle, together with the affidavit therein referred to, regarding the expediency of 
aiding the civil power in the collection of tithes due to the Rev. Thomas Locke from 
the union of Newcastle and other places adjoining. His Excellency desires me to 
request that provision may be made for the attendance of any adequate military 
force to co-operate with the police in the protection of the public peace, so long as 
the magistrate who may attend them may require it.

Sir, Dublin Castle, 14th October 1834. 

I have received and laid before the Lord Lieutenant your letter of the 10th 
instant, and its accompanying requisition from the magistrates of Newcastle district, 
for a party of police to be in attendance on the 2 2d of this month, for the purpose 
of protecting the bailiffs employed by the Rev. Mr. Locke in the collection of his 
tithes. His Excellency directs me to acquaint you that the police must attend the 
magistrate appointed to accompany them on this service so long as the magistrate 
himself shall require it ; and further, that provision will be made for the attendance 
of a party of military on the occasion.

Having complied accurately with all the orders of Government relative to the 
tithe an-ear due to me; having forwarded on the 10th of this month a specification 
of tithe arrear due to me, and of the law processes and orders, in collection of which 
arrear and execution of which processes and orders protection has been so frequently 
solicited ; having also forwarded my affidavit, laid before the magistrates at petty 
sessions and their consequent order to the police to attend on the aad instant, toge- 
ther with the suggestion of the magistrates that a military force should accompany 
the police, inasmuch as the police force alone would not be sufficiently strong to 
protect my bailiffs in course of their duty, and duplicates of the last-mentioned 
documents having been duly forwarded to William Smith, sub-inspector of police 
Rathkeale, 1 trust therefore that the requisite protection may he afforded, as specified 
m my affidavit, and commencing on the 22d instant. 1 

I have suffered great pecuniary distress in consequence of the delay which has 
been given to me by the Government, who must be well aware of the necessity of 
a protecting force m a parish lately distinguished by one of the bloodiest affrays in 
opposition to tithe which have occurred in Ireland. 

* ha . d been guaranteed protection in early harvest, when at the suggestion of 
Major Miller, and with the expressed approval of Government, I suspended opera- 
tions last summer. 1 r 

Notwithstanding which guarantee, I have been retarded for a period of two months 
by a dilatory correspondence, the result of which delay can only tend to increase the 
perils of opposition, the harassing of troops, the difficulties of payment on part of the 
farmers, and the probability of my being deprived, in common with other similarly 
.situated trthe-proprietors, of my property. Publication of the correspondence 
alluded to will fully show the extreme hardship which I have suffered, and the unac 
countable manner m which I have been treated.

I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
containing a most unwarrantable complaint against the Government lor imputed 
delays to which you have been exposed in receiving the requisite protection for the 
recovery of your tithes, whereas you must be well aware that those delays have been 
solely the result of your own mismanagement. 

You abandoned your proceedings in the summer, at which time the Government 
had given you an unlimited support of military and police, for a period of about 70 
days, and then you represented to the Government that unless the military were 
encamped in small detachments over the lands, to starve the cattle out of the 
houses, it would be utterly useless for you to proceed further, and that you must 
abandon the prosecution of your claims. 

You have since again called for a military and police force against the same par- 
ties, but the terms of your demand were so general and indefinite, that it became 
necessary to require that you should depose more especially to the purpose for which 
the attendance of this force was required. The moment that proper affidavits were 
submitted to the magistrates, the requisite orders were given. 

Having received, from you an intimation, dated the 10th instant, that the magis- 
trates at petty sessions had given an order to the police to attend, and had suggested 
tuat a military force should accompany the police in protection of your bailiffs on 
tne 22d instant, I immediately gave the requisite instructions for the attendance of 
com torces, by letters addressed on the 14th instant to the Commander of the forces 
ana to the kub-inspector of your county, to the latter of whom I recommended that

sir Limerick, 1 8th October 1 834. 

In reply to your letter of the 15th instant, directing that measures should be 
taken for affording military aid to the Rev. Mr.' Locke m the collection of his tithes, 
I have the honour to acquaint you for. the information of the Lieutenant-General 
commanding, that after receiving the orders of Major-General Sir James Douglass, 
on the subject, who is absent on a tour of inspection, I wrote to Major Pratt, com- 
manding a detachment, of the 18th regiment at Newcastle, directing him to put 
himself in communication with Mr. Smith, the police magistrate, and to comply 
with his requisition for troops. I also intimated to Major Pratt that the detach- 
ment at Rathkeale was under his orders and available for the same service; that he 
could call on part of it to take charge of his barrack at N ewcastle, should it be 
deemed necessary by himself and the magistrates, to employ the whole force at that 
place, to co-operate with the police in the protection of the public peace. 

A sergeant and 12 dragoons have been ordered to proceed from hence to New- 
castle, and Major Pratt has been directed to employ apart of them m every instance 

with the infantry. , _ . ' . r 

It may he permitted to me to remark, that I have heard from good authority that 
this second attempt of Mr. Locke will not be attended with success, and that he now 
sees the 40 days stated in 'his affidavit will not be sufficient to accomplish the col- 
lection in question.

I also forward a return of the 
days during which similar proceedings were prosecuted during the summer, with 
a statement of the amount then collected. The latter document is not prepared m 
the detailed form in which the later operations have been reported ; nor could, 
Mr. Smith obtain such information as would have been necessary to enable him to 
present the report of the summer campaign in a more explanatory manner.
